Dear  Sir  : 1 have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  first  biennial 
report  as  State  Librarian  for  the  calendar  years  1917  and  1918. 

Itemized  distribution  of  the  appropriations  for  each  of  the  fiscal 
years  ending  June  30,  1917,  and  June  30,  191^,  being  for  purchase 
and  bindii^  books  for  the  Law  Library  at  Charleston,  as  well  as 
for  contingent  expenses  and  clerk  hire,  were  given  in  a report  made  by 
me  to  Your  Excellency  at  the  close  of  each  of  these  respective  fiscal 
years,  and  such  information  also  fully  appearing  in  the  published 
‘L^nnual  Financial  Eeport  of  the  Auditing  Department”  of  the  State 
Tax  Commissioner’s  office  I deem  it  unnecessary  to  burden  this  report 
with  such. 

No  books  mentioned  in  Section  11,  Chapter  15A,  Barnre’s  Code, 
have  been  sold  or  exchanged  during  said  two  calendar  years  embraced 
in  this  report. 

West  Virginia  Reports  Received  and  Distributed. 

Since  my  term  of  office  began,  March  26,  1917,  to  December  31, 
19,18,  there  have  been  delivered  to  the  State  Librarian  Volumes  76, 
77,  78,  79  and  80  (five  volumes  in  all),  several  more  volumes  than 
have  heretofore  been  published  and  delivered  during  a similar  period 
1 am  also  advised  that  Volume  81  will  be  ready  for  distribution  within 
thirty  days.  Copies  of  each  of  these  volumes  have,  by  the  State 
Librarian,  been  distributed  to  all  State  officials  and  heads  of  depart- 
ments, judges  of  courts  and  libraries  of  other  States  and  United 
States  insular  possessions,  as  well  as  to  such  other  libraries  as 
authorized  by  law. 

For  supplying  all  entitled  to  copies  of  these  reports  it  requires  170 
copies  of  each  volume,  making  a total  of  850  copies  sent  out  by  the 
present  state  Librarian,  and  in  addition,  fifty  copies  of  Volume  75 
were  delivered  to  me  for  supplying  such  as  had  not  therefore  been 
furnished  with  such,  thus  making  the  total  distribution  900  copies. 

The  distribution  of  these  reports  requires  not  only  considerable 
labor  on  the  part  of  the  State  Librarian  and  his  stenographer  (no 
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assistance  being  furnished),  hut  a large  amount  of  expressage  and 
parcel  postage,  })aid  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  this  office.  A 
complete  record  is  made  of  each  copy  of  these  reports  sent  out  and  a 
receipt  taken  and  filed  in  this  office  by  the  card  index  system,  so  it  is 
definitely  shown  where  all  co])ies  of  West  Virginia  Eeports,  distributed 
by  the  State  Librarian,  go.

Purchasing  and  Binding  Law  Books. 

The  $2,500, ()()()  heretofore  appropriated  annually  for  purchase  and 
binding  books  for  the  Law  Library  at  Cdiarleston  (see  sec.  2(),  chaj). 
2,  p,  13,  Acts  2d  Extra  Session,  1917)  is  deemed  essential,  and  this 
sum  for  ca('h  of  tlie  two  years  is  recommended. 

Besides  the  new  law  books  and  revisions  of  others  required  for 
the  Supreme  Court  there  are  still  some  1,000  law  books  in  the  library 
badly  needing  rebinding. 

Salary  of  Stenograplier. 

An  appropriation  for  $1,200,000  each  year  is  requested  as  salary 
for  stenographer  to  the  State  Librarian,  which  is  deemed  reasonable 
and  proper. 

Messenger  to  the  Librarian. 

I also  ask  for  $900.00  each  year  as  salary  for  messenger  to  the 
State  Librarian  and  trust  such  may  be  provided. 

A great  many  attorneys  being  granted  the  privilege  of  using  the 
books  in  the  library  expect,  and  are  reasonably  entitled  to  have 
such  books  as  needed  put  upon  the  library  tables,  and  these,  together 
with  those  used  by  the  judges  of  the  court,  are  to  be  replaced  in 
their  proper  position  on  the  shelving,  on  an  average  from  50  to  300 
volumes  a day,  so  handled  by  the  office  force  of  the  State  Librarian, 
render  the  service  of  a messenger  practically  indispensible. 

The  duties  of  the  State  Librarian  and  his  stenographer  require 
their  entire  time  in  official  work  and  I feel  it  should  not  be  asked 
of  either  to  perform  duties  property  belonging  to  a messenger.  Should 
a messenger  be  provided  such  will  be  required,  in  addition  to  the 
duties  mentioned,  to  keep  the  23,000  law  books  and  shelving  clean. 

The  cases  and  shelving  in  the  library  are  constructed  of  steel 
with  no  doors  to  protect  against  the  dust  and  no  way  of  providing 
such.  One  side  of  the  library  has  five  large  windows  fronting  on  a 
street  that  is  neither  cleaned  nor  sprinkled,  and  while  the  windows 
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On  page  4,  under  sub-heading  ‘‘Purchasing  and  Binding  Law 
Books/’  insert  $2,500,  instead  of  $2,500,000. 

Under  sub-lieading  “Salary  of  Stenographer,”  on  said  page  4,  insert 
$1,200,  instead  of  $1,200,000. 
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are  kept  down  yet  dust  seeps  through  the  crevices,  requiring  the  clean- 
ing of  the  shelving  quite,  frequently. 

Furniture. 

For  furniture  for  the  year  1920  $225.00  and  for  1921  $75.00  is 
needed  for  purchasing  additional  tables  and  new  chairs  for  the 
library,  the  chairs  now  in  use  being  dilapidated  and  wholly  unsuited 
for  library  purposes.  Some  rugs  and  other  articles  are  also  neces- 
sary. 

Current  and  Contingent  Expenses. 

] 

Of  the  $500.00  prescribed  by  law  annually  for  the  contingent  fund 
for  the  State  Librarian  I suggest  that  with  the  provision  for  fur- 
niture asked  for  $450.00  each  fiscal  year  is  deemed  sufficient  for 
this  purpose. 

Salary  of  Librarian  at  Charles  Town. 

As  to  the  $500.00  salary  of  librarian  at  Charles  Town,  in  Sec. 
20,  Chap.  2,  p.  13,  for  1918  and  1919,  no  good  reason  appears 
why  this  appropriation  should  be  made  to  the  State  Librarian;  there- 
fore it  is  suggested  that  whatever  sum  may  be  allowed  for  this  pur- 
pose be  appropriated  under  some  other  heading. 

Increase  in  Salary  of  State  Libraries  Recommended. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted,  and  I trust  it  may  be  agreed,  that 
the  salary  of  $1,800.00  a year,  now  being  paid  the  State  Librarian,  is 
inade(^te  to  the  responsibilities  imposed  upon  and  the  services 
rendered  by  him. 

No  other  head  of  a State  department  and  some  of  the  employees 
receive  so  meager  a sum.  I am  led  confidently  to  hope  an  exception 
may  not  be  made  in  the  case  of  the  State  Librarian.  The  entire 
time  of  the  present  official  is  devoted  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  with 
his  work  increasing  all  the  while. 

I earnestly  request  that  the  saalry  of  the  State  Librarian  be  fixed 
at  at  least  $2,500.00  for  each  of  the  years  ending  June  30,  1920,  and 
1921,  and  sincerely  hope  such  may  be  provided. 

An  appendix  is  subjoined  showing  the  number  of'  law  books  added 
to  the  State  Library  during  the  years  1917  and  1918,  both  by  pur- 
chase and  on  exchange.
